Powell explained luw that ho .as 
virtually the represi nt c.ivc of a neu- 
tral nation ami i member of the staff 

of the N. Y. World. President Wilson's 
own paper, secured privileges with the 

Belgian fighting units which he could 
not otherwise hive doue, inasmuch as 

one of the cardinal rules of the armies, 
in conflict Was to riot ndiMt war cor- 
respondents i<> the front. This was due, 

not so much to the fact that passes 
were not issued, but thai Ihe means of 
transportation were not to hand. <io- 

tng on to relate his womUrfiii experi- 
ences, in the trench, on the battle- 
line, on the roads to and from the 
Kre.it citiis. with Hie ambulance corps, 
etc, he gave the preliminary Impres- 
sion which Lis pic. uns corroborated 
that he vvn.s familiar with the Ins and 
outs of the early part of the war and 
Spoke from personal experience. 

Only seconrtfn the eNperienoes of 
Mr. PoWetl himself and hardly second 
were the adventures which he related 
of his comrade Mr Thompson, who 
secured the pictures (or the slidet 
which Mr. I'owell presented- 

After this brief introduction in 
which he impress! il his audience with 

the fact thai although he had entered 

upon his duties in quite a neutral al- 
titude, he now pronounced himself 
most decidedly pro- Belgian. 

Beginning with pictured of the sol- 
diers of Belgium and Germany, his 
IMiuatratiims dqult ipartloulorly with 
the advance of lb" Germans through 
Belgium, ami their ruthless destruc- 
tion of the cities which they captured. 
For each one of these he assigned rea- 
sons, which were given by General 
Votl Hot htn and also those given by 
the Belgians, and. while leaving 
to his audience the privilege of decid- 
ing for themselves which Was the 
more reasonable, he oliowed all through 
and In a niosl défini e manner* that all 
his sympathies were with the afflicted 

Belgians, ' 

One of the most Interesting features 
of the lecture was the mass 'if Infor- 
mation which Mr. PtfWOll gave as to 
Ihe power of Die bull As and Ihe guns 
which were used by the respective 
armies. From this point of view, the 

lecture was Instructive as well as In- 
teresting The pictures illustrated the 
power of the various weapons of war, 
aerial and otherwis-, ami mailt 
than usually evident the greatness of 
the conflict. As Mr. i'owell t«id„ 
What we are now tel mini; haïtien and 
are In themselves greater In magni- 
tude than some of our former wars, 
may in the historians' final reckoning 
be merely skirmishes in Unir propor- 
tion to what <s yet to come.

The question of the profitability or 
unprofltablllty «»f war w is gone Into 

last night at the meeting of ihe Politi- 
cal Bconotny Club, when the theories 
or Norman Angell were discussed. The 
arguments of this writer showing that 
war resulted In an economic loss to 
all the countries concerned, were pre- 
sented by Mr. Bernstein. A short 
criticism was then riven by Dr. Lea- 
cock, followed by !>r. Hemoneon, who 
Introduced the ireiiunl discussion. 

In the review of Mr. Angell's argu- 
nunts, it wa.s shown that the writer 
based his ease on the change in éco- 
nomie conditions due to the growth 
of International trade ami financial 
relations. |n Ihe days when Rome vvas 
roqut.iinc the earth, a war might eosUi 
mean an immense gain to ihe victors 
with a corresponding loss to the van- 
quished. The conquerors could plun- 
der the defeated lalion's territory at 
will, ovplnlt the country *ft>r tlnvf 
own profit and enslave the Inhabitants. 
War was then a profitable and honor- 
able profession This was because 
ench country was economically Indepen 
dent of every other oountrjj< There 

was little or no tride between tho 

different nations an J no such thing as 

finance These conditions wen. .still 
in existence, although i modified de- 
gree, Mi late as the Napoleonic wars 
when Prance undoubtedly derived 
much advantage by the plunder of 
Italian and other cities. 

The Fnineo- ijiussini war. however, 
marked the change to n new order 
of things After her vlctoory on (Ms 
occasion Clermany, undo? the leader- 
ship of Bismarck, tri si to gain, hy the 
old methods • <( levying tributes and 
plunder, railing signally In the at- 
tempt. By the terras ,l f peace, tier- 
many exacted ah Indemnity of one 
billion franca and annexed Alsace* 
I-sirraiat!. expecting tberely >u cripple 
Franrf for alt time to come and to 
make Germany Immediate!'. Ihe most 
prosperous otate in Curope, 

Bj annexing Alsace-Lorraine, how- 
ever, not one citizen of Germany was 
made any the ri i t. Although much 
territory ami wealth was thus add. d 
to the total under the German govern- 
ment, the people In the annexed ter- 
rttoroy still retained their property 

which thej had possessed before the 
transfer. The Germans, while gaining 
nothing In the way :.f material goods, 

were put to the expense oi adminis- 
tering and defoidlng the country. 
Their action also had the effect of 
creating a desire for revenge '.n Ihe 
people of France ami of the annexed 
provinces, thus putting the German 
Kmpire io the expense of preparing 
for the War which was bound to come 
as a result. 

The levying of 1 1 » Indemnlts also 
resulted disastrously for Germany 
The transfer of such a huge sum of 
money from one country to the other 
Immediately raised prices of necessl 
ties in Germany ami decreased them 
in France. This had the effect of 
crippling Germany's trade, since the 
manufacturers of the country were un- 
able, to compete wit'i those "f France 

where prices were lower and cost of 

production consequently lower. France, 
on the other hand, b »t.m to export 
greater quantities of goods with the 
more j result that the money paid out soot: 

"flowed back into the country by na- 
tural channels, 

As was Inevitable, also; the Impor- 
tation of so much money Into tier- 
many and the consequent rise In 
priées, finally culminated in a business 

snd financial crisis in which' business 
films and individuals were ruined. Bls- 

marok could never afterwards i mler- 

Ihe 

prosper- 
soon after the conelusi i.i of the con- 
flict, wlulr conditions 'i!n <I<lrmiany 
were very much depressed. 

Dr. Ijcihvm k staled that, by seising 
the sJiips of a defeated country al the 
Conclusion of n war .the citizens of 
the victorious nation would benefit. 
The gain would more than compensate 
for Wis loss which won] I result. Should 
Routnunla enter Ihe present war. that 
country would gain through the ex- 
tension of territory and conséquent In- 
crease in the freedom of trade. 

After a lengthy discussion among ths 
memlMTs of the club in whloh many 
arguments were advam-.il pro and oxm. 

the meeting was brought to a con- 
clusion.

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Our Soldiers 

When chosen men from our universities march forth in the 
strength of their manhood to join the battalions for active service in 
the Empire's battles, then one is struck with the solemnity of the oc- 
casion. A few people who are "men of peace." especially in war 
time, may say that it is a small matter for these strong men to put on 
the king's uniform at a time of national tension. But it is not a 
small matter with these men. for it is a matter of principle, not of 
policy, and there is nothing small when dealing with principles. 
They have not been swayed by the spectacular side of military life, 
at a time of empire-wide excitement and enthusiasm. They are not 
the kind of men to be attracted by the glamour of warlike display. 
Such men, of whom we are lightly proud, are not the weak nor the 
incompetent. Only a small percentage has escaped the sifting, in 
the process of selection, at the public schools and in the university 
tests. Consequently, these men, who "march breast forward." are 
the resolute. Out university soldiers, both graduates and under- 
graduates, who have responded to liberty's call, are chosen men 
from the educational standpoint, and they are proving their sterling 
qualities as soldiers of the king. When we see an ex-president of 
the students' council, class presidents, gold medallists and many 
more prominent students enlisting for overseas service, we arc pleas- 
ed to say that we are sending our best of intellect as well as of 
muscle.

Whether graduates or 
undergraduates they have left positions, or turned aside from the 
road leading to those positions, — towards which they climbed for 
years, — positions of efficient usefulness in life. All this our soldiers 
of the British Empire have left fo r the maintenance of Old Free- 
dom's cause, the cause of righteousness among nations. Our volun- 
teers as well as others go to face the gravest perils. But they go to 
uphold Britannic supremacy, to help crush the greatest machine of 
destruction known to man, and, in the words of the Premier of 
France, to help "accomplish the definite liberation of Europe, won 
by victory ensuring peace." The situation is solemn, and we affec- 
tionately and with earnest solicitude wish them one and all the full- 
est blessing of the Jehovah of Battles.

C<«isi defence artillery employs

The same types of breech mechan- 
ism are used for guns and howitzers, 
but these guns differ greatly In their 
characteristics. In the olden days 
"cannon'' and "mortars'' were used: the 
lirst fired a s nail shot directly at the 
enemy, while the mortars were used to 
Cast large bombs over the walls of 
cilles during siege operations. The 
modern gun is Ihe development of the 
old cannon while the howitzer is the 
outcome of the improvements in mor- 
tar*.

The reason for the rapid demolition 
of the forts at Antwerp seemed at first 
sight to be very curious. I.e., that these 
forts were supposed to have been built 
of such 11 shnpe that a shell from h 
gun only struck a glancing blow, while 
the high angle fire of the howitzer en- 
abled them to strike the buts at an 
angle which rendered tin- blow almost 
perpendicular to the roofs of the. forts, 
and th.s did away vviih any advantage 
of design As has been before men- 
tioned, 1 1 -inch howitzers were used In 
the Russo-Japanese war. and one can 
hardly expect the Belgian experts to 
have overlooked the fact and con- 
structed their forts sitnplv for defence 
against direct fire guns. It seems more 
probable thai the rapid destruction of 

the forts was due rather to the greater 
range of the German weapons and the 

consequent Inabllltj of the Belgians 
to reply to 1 heir fire, ns one Herman 
slnsll was found unexploded near Ant- 
werp with Ihe fuze set at 15,000 metres, 
one half as far again as the normal 
range for long range artillery. 

The present war lias developed vet 
another type of gun, namely, the air- 
craft gun, which Comprise those used 
bv aircraft and those used against 
them, In the former ease the gUha are 
really nothing more than machine guns, 
as no aircraft Is strong enough to lift 

any heavy gun. The amtl-alrcrafl guns. 

as they are called, combine the high 
aiiLie fire of the howitzer with Ihe 
high muzzle velocity of ihe gun. They 
must be capable Of quick elevation, nnd 
must be able to traverse very rapidly 
over a large area of a circle. The 

greatest difficult) encountered by anti- 
aircraft guns is that of finding the 
range, as shooting at un nirerafi mav 
be considered to be much the same as 
shooting lit n duck With a rifle. Shells 
are now used which leave a Irail of 
smoke behind them, by means ,>f which 
the gunners can trace their path. 

Machine guns are ver> Interesting, 
but cannot be taken up in the short 
scope of this artlrle The pom|Him. 
which was used in South Africa, and 
tired a shell weighing lielween one and 
one and one-rpiarler pounds, is not now 
In use. The "Maxim." which is per- 
haps the most cnnimonlv uled machine 
gun. differs from the pompoms, but 

represents other types of machine 

guns. In that It firen the ordinary rlflr 
cartridge at a rate of from 4r,O-BO0 
rounds per minute.

FRANCE 

Still more troops have been brought up to Soissons by the 
enemy, according to a report from London. The reinforcements 
were drawn from Antwerp and Brussels and even Prussia. They 
have been seen passing through Belgium in the direction of Soissons 
for three days. «The Germans are evidently preparing to take 
every advantage of their small victory at Soissons a few days ago. 

From the sea to the Oise there was a terrific storm on January 
1 7th. In consequence of this only artillery fighting was indulged 
in. In the Vosges there has been a very heavy fall of snow. The 
enemy bombarded Thann with heavy artillery, but failed to do any 
damage. 

The most serious fighting in France was probably at a point 
about five miles east of Arras where both sides are struggling for 
the possession of Blangy. 

RUSSIA 

The Russians are having great successes to the north of the Vis- 
tula, according to the latest reports from Petrograd. The Germans 
are now on the defensive around Plock and Mlawa, but are still 
attempting to break the splendid c irele of defences placed around 
Warsaw by the Russians. 

SALISBURY PLAIN 

Major-General Alderson stated to the Canadian soldiers yes- 
terday that he expected the Canadians would be moved to France 
within three weeks. This is the first definite news we have had of a 
movement of the Canadians now on Salisbury Plain. 

The artillery of the Canadian contingent was inspected at De- 
vizes yesterday, by Earl Grey. He complimented them upon their 
physique and appearance. Earl Grey also intimated that the Bri- 
gade would soon be leaving for France.
